Silverfish 
Is Common 
Pest 


Appeasement Is

Silverfish, a common household 
pest in Hempstead county, 
are 


very destructive in many house- 
holds, stptes Mary Dixon. Home 
Demonstration Agent. They eat 
starch. To get starch silverfish eat 
the paste that holds paper to the 
wall. They eat starched garments, 
bookbinding and paper. They are 
especially 
destructive to 
ladies' 
hose. 


Silverfish, breeding 
in 
some 


favored location, often build up to 
tremendous numbers. From there 
they spread all over the house, ft' 
their breeding quarters can be lo- 
cated, control is easy. Otherwise, 
they are sometimes troublesome to 
handle. 


First step of control is to locate 


the favorite breeding place. It may 
be in a box of books or papers, 
among old clothes stored in 
attic or in some other out-of-the- 
way place. 
The area should be 


cleaned out and treated with DDT. 
If the silverfish are breeding be- 
hind wallpaper, the paper should 
be stripped from the wall and 
thc^ wall treated with DDT. 


The two treatments most effec- 


tive in controlling silverfish 
arc 


with poison bait and DDT, 
she 


states. DDT is valuable for treat- 
ing breeding places. Five per cent 
DDT in oil solution is usually 
used. DDT may .also be applied 
to the inside of drawers, 
cabi- 
nets and closets. It is usually less , experts 
work, hovvever, 
to use 
poison 


bait than it is to make a general 
treatment with DDT and the bait 
lasts longer. 


The following recipe makes a 
good bait for silverfish: 


Oatmeal: 10 teaspoons: Sodium 


fluoride, 3/4 teaspoon; Sugar: 
'/> 


teaspoon; Salt: Vt 
teaspoon. 


These materials are mixed dry. 


A teaspoonful of the bait is placed 
in a shallow box 
and covered 


lightly with crumpled paper. One
